that the man broadly talked of be 
cause of bis miraeuious escape ha.-i 
been again apprehended, and vol 
untarily relates a few of his ex­ 
periences in one of the most dar­ 
ing and dangerous attempts that 
man has ever undergone to regain 
his freedom 
and 
abandon 
the 
clutches of the law*. 
Whether guilty or not guilty— 
that is not our business nor is it 
our intention to discuss that ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. Bierce has been 
kind 
enough to give a Chief-Exponeri. 
reporter a few items pertaining to 
his escape from 
the 
Comanche 
county hostelry on th»- above men­ 
tioned date by crawling down the 
steam flue into the basement and 
making his get-away unobserved 
by even the neighbors in that com­ 
munity. 
While this daring deed 
may seem, at a 
glance 
nothing 
miraculous, it is one which 
per­ 
haps no other living person would 
undertake. 
Just 
imagine your­ 
self in a lion’s den, in the icy re­ 
gions ot the North Bole or a thous­ 
and feet from the earth in a bal­ 
loon, and compare this with the 
nerve of a man who will under­ 
take to slide dowrn three stories 
by means of a 
steam 
pipe 
not 
knowing or having an idea w’here 
he was going, and this steam pip 
or flue being not larger than an 
ordinary smokestack, bending a; 
right angles, a fire in a large fur 
nace beneath you, and then you 
may he able to appreciate this pic 
ture. 
Those familiar with the Coman 
ehe county jail can gather an idea 
of the surroundings and the route 
taken by the steam flue which fur­ 
nishes warmth 
to 
this 
mighty 
structure. 
In the basement, there 
is a large furnace into w hich the 
fire is placed; above this furnace, 
there is what is called a “ drum,” 
between the fire grate 
and 
the 
drum is what is called a “ spider,” 
which is an iron net w’6rk concern 
which prevents cinders from es­ 
caping into the hot 
air 
drum. 
Where the spider is 
located 
is 
w here the smokestack goes in one 
direction to the outside 
of 
the 
building and the heat pipe goes to 
the two stories of the jail to fur­ 
nish heat to these 
departments. 
The upper end of the steam flue 
stops at the inner wall of the run­ 
around in the prison department. 
When the steam flue passes thru 
the second wall, going dowrn, it 
makes a right angle turn and goes 
w’estw’ard a distance 
of 
about 
eighteen inches and is

more 
than 10 or 12 inches in diainater 
When it passes thru 
the 
wall. 
This brief description of the sur­ 
roundings are given first to 
en­ 
able the reader to picture th«* cir­ 
cumstances and 
the 
conditions

Pierce risked and what he under 
went in his daring escape. 
When in conversation with 
i 
Chief-Exponent reporter, he sta 
ted a short history of his escape 
and experiences in about the fol 
lowing way:

I went into the steam 
flue feet first, and by scrambling 
and squeezing and sliding, I made 
my way into the drum of the fur­ 
nace in the basement of the jail.

ditions beyond the mouth of the 
steam flue where I started.

not know whether it wras larger or 
smaller, where it ended nor did I 
know where I

go.

boys in the jail all told me that I 
would be burned to death, but I 
risked it. 
Yes, there wras fire in 
the furnace, but I 
managed 
to 
stand that until I could raise the

do it. 
A ft e n escaping from the hot air 
drum iiJthe ht*«* incur, I made my 
way Up*a flight of stairs on 
the 
North sid<* of the jail and into the 
back yard of the jail, th«*n I turn- 
ed South-West. 
I went in thia di- 
r«*<*tion about three miles and stay­ 
ed until dark, when 1 turned ami 
came right thru town and walked 
to Duster that night, and landed 
there about daylight. 
The boys who remained in the 
jail promised to throw mv hat and 
c a t down to mo from the window 
when I appeared in sight outside 
or the jail, but they stated that 
they never did see me any more 
fitter 1 went into the steam flue 
and presumed I was still in there 
until an investigation was made 
by the sheriff ami his deputy. Not 
having any hat or coat and it be­ 
ing tolerably cool weather, I dis­ 
covered a ducking coat hanging 
on a tree out here at a butcher pen 
a piece from town.

7.—Texas has the 
right to vote on pool rooms in dis­ 
tricts where it is so desired, the 
same as it has to vote out the sale 
of liquor. 
The Johnson pool room 
law passed by the last legislature, 
was upheld bv the court of crim­ 
inal appeals this morning. Judges 
Harper and I’rendergast uphold­ 
ing the law and Judge Davidson 
dissenting. 
The law was attacked 
because 
the constitution does not author­ 
ize local option elections for pool 
rooms, but the 
holding 
of the 
court today is that the legislature 
has the power to authorize such 
elections. 
The case came 
to 
the 
court 
from Wilbarger county. 
Charles 
Francis was arrested for conduct­ 
ing a pool room after pool 
hails 
had been voted out of Wilbarger 
county. 
He sought release on a 
writ of habeas 
corpus. 
Francis 
is ordered remanded by the court. 
This decision opens the way for 
other police regulations by local 
option, when authorized by tin* 
legislature. 
Sunday law's, gain­ 
ing laws and others may be thus 
regulated. 
»Judge Harper, 
who 
wrote the opinion, says: 
“ This is the 
most 
important 
question we have had for consid­ 
eration for a great length of time. 
It has been urged that if the law 
is sustained the principal of local 
option may be applied by the leg 
islature to our Sunday laws, gam­ 
ing laws and other police regula­ 
tions. 
This is true, but the wis­ 
dom of the law is for the legisla­ 
ture and not for us.’’

12.—Word was received here to­ 
day at the general offices of the 
Houston and Brazos Valley Rail­ 
road that the Brazoria 
County

Red Cross Christmas seal, with th** 
cheerful likeness of Santa Claus 
amid a bower of 
holly 
leaves, 
which stuck so tightly to the re 
verse side of millions of pieces of 
mail in Texas during the Yuletid«* 
seasons, have already aceomplish- 
d their primal purpose; but theiv 
is greater and bigger work ahead. 
The seals were first introduced in 
Texas by the Texas Public Health 
Association, Mrs, O. B. Colquitt, 
president, two Christmases 
ago, 
for the avowed purpose of raising 
funds for a Children’s Hospital, 
where children suffering with tu­ 
berculosis of the hones might be 
cared for—pattering it after the 
Sea Breeze hospital of New York 
Cify. 
This hospital has been built and 
equipped with the money derived 
from the sale of seals at 
1 
cent 
each. 
It is the Walter Colquitt 
Memorial Children’s Hospital in 
Galveston, which also serves 
as 
the children’s ward of the John 
Scaly hospital, and has for its phy­ 
sicians and surgeons and nurses 
those of the State Medical school 
This institution, costing $15,000, 
stands as a heart-pulsating mem­ 
orial of the work wrought by the 
little seal—credit due of course, 
to Mrs. Colquitt and her able and 
willing co-workers of the Texas 
Public Association. This has been 
done for which there is some tan- ■ 
gible evidence; the County Hospi­ 
tal law is due to the 
agitation < 
aroused w ith the seal money. Edu- j 
cational campaigns in 
different 
parts of the state have been con­ 
ducted with the money from th<* 
little seal. 
H**re is some 
addi­ 
tional undertakings proposed wTith 
the money to come this Christmas 
and next and the next and 
the 
next: 
More Work for Seal Money. 
(a‘ The operation of a public 
health and tuberculosis exhibit in 
a railway car or cars. 
The exhib­ 
it train will be sent into every 
town located on a railroad in the 
State. 
The display of an educa­ 
tional public health exhibit will 
be of incalculable value in the pre. 
vent ion of disease and the saving 
of lives and suffering. 
Lectures 
will be given and literature will 
be distributed. 
(b) With the educational cam­ 
paign will be coupled agitation 
for general county hospitals and 
dispensaries, under the MoGreg 
or-Colquitt law, with special and 
separate provision for tuberculo­ 
sis patients. 
The employment of 
visiting nurses w ill be recommend­ 
ed. 
Enlargement of the State sa­ 
natoria will be asked for.

average of 196 pounds each, for a 
total of $444.80. 
Of the above four were one year 
obi, and 27 were June, 1913 hogs. 
These hogs were fed on seven 
acres of damaged peanuts, 
and 
were only on corn one week. The 
total cost of raising and m arket­ 
ing over and above the damaged 
nuts was $25 for th«* entire bunch. 
This is diversification 
of 
the 
righl sort and shows wind can be 
done in old Comanche county if 
one but tries. 
Build silos, plant more feed, in­ 
cluding peanuts, secure you a few 
Jersey heifers, and pigs. 
Let the 
pigs follow the heifers and run on 
the peanut pasture, feeding them 
also the skimmed milk, selling the 
butt«*r fat to the creamery, 
and 
you will find it far more profit« 
ble than trying to raise cotton. 
Try it along with a few Baby 
beef steers, and a few mule colts, 
and note the difference in 
your 
bank account at the end of 
the 
year—besides you will be enabled 
to emancipate your wife and child­ 
ren from a life of slavery in the 
cotton field and give your child­ 
ren the education they are enti­ 
tled to.
